A PECULIAR 


¥ WHICH

Gathering Lceches ter the London 
Market — Mow they are Caught 
and Kept—Applying Lreches. 

Of the two firms in London-—and there 
are only two—to whom the foreign 
leeches ure oe from Hamburg, 
one practices as a dental surgeon and the 
other sells pipes, tobacco, and other tri- 
fles. Both are of sufficient standing to 
recall the great times of indiscriminate 
blood-letting, when, whether the patient 
suffered from a black eye, a headache, a 
liver or a heart, he lost a couple of 
ounces of blood and was declared to be 
better. Now scarcely ove is used where 
a century ago a hundred flourished, and 
the sixpenny leech of even so recent a 
date as 1860 has fallen to something less 
than a half-penny at wholesale price. No 
completer proof of the popularity of the 
leech with’ the early practitioner can be 
afforded than by the fact that the verb 
“to leech” means to treat with medicine 
and to bleed, while the doctor himself, 
even so late as the days of Shakespeare, 
borrowed the name of his favorite in- 
strument of healing. The slender, meagre, 
hungry leech comes fiom Turkey, within 
a radius of fifty miles of Constantino- 
ple, and from Buda-Pesth, where the 
country people bring them in, like water- 
cress, by thousands from the ditches, 
and sell them to the dealers. They are 
found there in all ditches and ponds, 
and wherever there is pure running water, 
weeds for shelter and muddy banks and 
bottoms. They are, as arule netted in 
nets prepared with bait, though we are 
also informed that it is not rare for the 
hardy peasant to walk  bare-legged 
through the water and strip them off as 
fast as they can adhere to the calf. 
However they are caught—by plain, 
honest fishing or by human artifice—from 
Buda-Pesth, without distinction of age 
or eize, they travel to Hamburg, where 
they lie in vast pools or reservoirs until 
the time for their selection arrives. In 


these reservoirs they lie generally for a 
year, and during all that time, if they 
are properly cared for, they should re-— 
ceive no food, or ratber no more than | 
they can find for themselves in the water. 
But this is a rule that is not always ob- 
served as it should be, for there are many 
merchants who give them blood, and 
some liver, and some, so that a!l tastes 
may be satisfied, the entire body of a 
horse thrown among them, with the re- 
sult that on arrival in this country their 
appetites are fatigued, and they are 
found to need certain stimulants to per- 
formance. From Hamburg, when their 
time of probation is over, they are im- 
rted here direct in bags and | 
xes, ac.

hundred. Many die on the voyage, and 
many in the short time they remain with 
the importer, and theugh in theory the 
selected leech will stand an extreme of 
heat or cold, many of the five-and-twen- 
ties and fifties ordered by the chemist, 
carefully treated as they are, do not live 
to fulfill what seems to be the sole reason 
of their existance—that of drawing blood. 
The leech should never properly be ap- 
plied more than once, and can be applied 
anywhere. It fills in about a quarter of 
an hour, and will absorb altogether from 
forty to eighty-five grains of blood, or 
in all about half an ounce, There is an 
ingenious instrument known as_ the 
artificial leech, one occasionally 
used, but now scarcely ever met 
with. It consists of a small, sharp steel 
cylinder worked by a spring, with which 
a circular incision is made, and with an 
interior glass cylinder capable ot being 
exhausted by a piston worked by a 
screw. Itis not a good instrument, and 
is, as we say, not used now. There is a 
specimen to be seen in the museum of 
the college of surgeons among the ‘‘sur- 

ical instrument series.” In England 
there is a less-powerful species common- 
ly found, though now never used. It is 
known as the horse leech, from its hab- 
its of attacking the membranes lining 
the mouth and nostrils of animals drink- 
ing at the pools it haunts. It is in its 
way venomous, and, when applied to 
the human subject, inflammation, leading 
to erysipelas, has been known to follow 
its bite. There must be something in 
our waters unfavorable to the growth 
and culture ot the parasite, for not only 
is the indigenous leech useless, and in- 
deed harmful, but the foreign specimens 
which efforts have been made to accli- 
matize have never come to any good. 
Thirty years ago a prominent English 
firm projectea and founded a farm at 
Norwood for the breeding and cultiva- 
tion of the Turkish and Hungariau leech, 
but, either from ignorance of treatment 
or changefulness of climate, they all 
sickened and died, and the scheme col- 
lapsed. — Cornhill. 


A Remarkable Class of Thieves. 


The police of St. Petersburg have been 
for some time puzzled by the conduct of 
a remarkable class of thieves, who com- 
mitted robbery not only in the open day, 
but, moreover, with ostentation. They 
were Finns, but were all young men. 
When arrested, they calmly pleaded 
guilty, and were sentenced to imprison- 
ment for terms varying from one to three 
months. At the expiration of the sen- 
tence, they promptly disappeared. It 
turned out that they had returned to 
their own country, and had there re- 
sumed their several avocations without 
loss of social ition. The law of Fin- 
land forbids the enrollment in the army 
‘of any persons who have undergone im- 
prisonment for civil offenses,, so these 
enterprising Finns had deliberate! 
sought imprisonment in order to avoi 
conscription. — London Truth.

| SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL. 


A recent invention for the use of elec- 
tricians is square wire, which is claimed 
to be not only mechanically but eleciri- 
cally better than round wire. 


Dr. J. Milner Fothergill predicts a 
great future for malt as a food. Among 
other things, he commends lemonade 
made with malt instead of cane sugar. 


The forests of the United States com- 
prise 412 species of trees belonging to 
158 genera. Of these forty-eight genera 
and sixty species are peculiar to Florida. 


A vegetable leather, said to be fully 
equal to the animal product, is made in 
Paris from gutta percha, sulphur, raw 
cotton, zinc white, kolkothar, and 
oxide of antimony. The first two ingre- 
dients are necessary, while the other 
parts may be replaced by chemicals of 
similar character. The proportions are 
varied with the purposes, 

Horsehairs immersed in water do not 
turn into snakes. The presence of what 
is called the hair worm (gordius) in pools 
of stagnant water by the roadside has 
led to this belief. This worm is a para- 
site inhabiting beetles, grasshoppers, etc. 
When full grown it leaves the msect and 
deposits its eggs in long chains in moist 
earth and water. When seen in the water 
its m5 Same is exactly that of an ani- 
mated horsehair six or eight inches long. 

In Sardinia, Sicily, and the region 
around Naples, large cork plantations 
are being destroyed in the improvident 
haste of their owners to realize profit 
from the superior quality of tanning af- 
forded by the bark, and from the wood. 
The French have p!avted this valuable 
oak largely in Algiers, where there is 
now over a half million acres in good 
condition. The number of trees in Spain 
is also increasing. It continues to grow 
for 150 years, and reaches the height of 
some fifty feet. The wood is not valua- 
ble except for fuel. It is thought that 
the tree would thrive in California. 


The dental processes familiar to us are 
not so new as may be supposed. In the 
museum of Corneto,on the coast of Italy, 
are two curious specimens of Artificial 
teeth found in Etruscan tombs, probably 


dating 400 or 500 years before our era. 
| The teeth were evidently taken from the 


mouth-of some animal, and had been 
carefully cut and fastened to neighbor- 
ing natural teeth of two young girls by 
means of small gold rings. The den- 
tist’s art was also applied to treating 
natural teeth in various ways, but the 
fact has hitherto escaped notice on ac- 
count of the rarity of Etruscan skeletons. 


The remarkable arrangement tor 
breathing which insects possess is thus 
lucidly described: If we take any mod- 
erately large insect, say a wasp or a hor- 
net, we can see, even with the naked eye, 
that a series of small, spot like marks 
runs along either side of the body. 
These apparent spots, which are general- 
y eighteen or twenty in number, ure, 
in fact, the apertures through which air 
is admitted into the system, and are gen- 
erally formed in sucha manner that no 
extraneous matter can by any possibility 
find entrance. Sometimes they are fur- 
pished with a pair of horny lips, which 
the insect; in othe vases tnéy 
ly fringed with stiff interlacing bristles, 
forming a filter, which allows air, and 
air alone, to piss. But the apparatus, of 
whatever character 1t may be, is always 
so wonderfully perfect in its action that 
it has been found impossible to inject 
the body of a dead insect with even so 
subtle a medium as spirita of wine, al- 
though the subject was first immersed in 
the fluid and then placed bencath the re- 
ceiver of an air pump. 


Car Wheels. 


Au official of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road stated to a Pittsburg Dispatch re- 
wrter that there are fully ten million 
iron car-wheels in use on American rail- 
roads. That figure does not include the 
wheels on palace coaches and ‘he better 
class of passenger coaches. 

‘‘How much iron does it take to make 
a wheel?” he was asked. 

‘‘About 525 pounds of pig-iron,” he 
replied, ‘‘and about 1,250,000 wheels are 
worn out every year. But do not con- 
clude from that that the iron men are 
called upon to supply the 312,000 tors 
of materials required to make the new 
wheels, because the worn-out wheels 
themselves supply about 290,000 tons.” 

‘“Biow long will a good car-vheel 
last?” 

“Formerly it would last eight years. 
But now the reduction of railroads toa 
standard guage and the improvement in 
loading and unloading facilities keep the 
length of service down. This is becarse 
the uniformity in guage keeps the cars in 
more continuous use, and the improve- 
ment in loading and unloading facilities 
enables the cars to be put to more active 
service. The wheels on palace coaches 
and on first-class passenger coaches are 
known as paper wheels. They are made 
with a steel rim or flange, and iron hub, 
but the web is composed of sheets of 
paper cemented together. They com- 
bine lightness with strength.” 


A Royal Ratcatcher. 


I once met a chimney-sweep whv 
prided himself on being a royal ramoneur 
on the strength of having the contract to 
sweep the chimneys of St. James palace. 
But I was sot aware until last week that 
there is a proud individual who can claim 
the title of ‘‘Royal Ratcatcher,” or shall 
Isay ‘‘Ratcatcher in Ordinary to Her 
Majesty.” Since Buckingham palace 
has been virtually sninhabited by royalty 
rats have so multiplied that it has been 
deemed advisable to appoint a ratcatcher 
for the palace. This official now re- 
ceives pay at the rate of £8 per annum, 
though whether, like other |oyal servants, 
a special livery has been devised for his 
use deponent knoweth not.—Loadon

The famous Panama hats are all made 
in Guayaquil, Ecuador, and get their 
name because Panama merchants formerly 
controlled the trade. They are made of 
the pita fibre, 1 sort of palm, and are 
braided under water by native women of 
strands often twelve and fifteen feet jong.

with the work of that battery. I did. 
I remembered it well. I remembered 
that one day chere came a shot from that 
battery that entered the muzzle of one 
of our own guns, causing an explosion 
that broke the gun into fragments and 
killed several men. 

Major Toller remarked: ‘‘I remember 
the incident as well as you, and I have 
better cause to remember it. I fired the 
shot myself, and there isa story about 
it. One day there came from the Union 
battery a large shell, that struck without 
exploding very near our own battery. £& 
I picked up the shell, and, seeing that 
the fuse had not burned out, I said that 
I believed we could arrange the fuse and 
return the shell with our compliments to 
the battery that had fired it. This was 
done. I aimed the gun myself, and we 
saw by the commotion it created in the 
Union lines that something extraordinary 
had occurred. Afterward we learned the 
particulars. A few days afterward the 
commander of the forces came to our 
quarters, and for the firing of that shot 
promoted me to Major.”—CAtcago Inter-

AN INTERESTING MEETING OF THE 
SCHOUL BOARD OF TRUSTEES. TRUs- 
TEE SMITH WINS. CURTIS RECEIVES 
A REBUKE FROMLCV&JOY. BIRN&Y’S 
PREJUDICE CONDEMNED BY HIS DE- 
FEAT. RESOLUTION ON THE DEATH 
OF MRS. 8HIMM. 


An interesting meeting of the 
board of trustees was held in the 
Franklin Building Tuesday even- 
ing, with Mr. Baum in, the chair. 
A letter was received from the 
Commissioners referring to the 
contract for the teachers record 
book. Mr. Lovejoy said that the 
committee on rules would attend 
to it, while Mr. Birney desired to 
instruct the superiutendents to 
prepare them. A motion was 
carried directing the committee on 
rules to report. A petition was 
received signed by 500 reputable 
cilizens asking for Birneys traue- 
fer to some other division. Dr. 
Purvis moved that the petition be 
laid on the table. When the com. 
mittee on teachers reported, Mr. 
Curtis wanted to know how the 
committee ascertained the facts 
concerning the discharge of teach- 
ers in Mr. Birney’s district, at 
which junctare Mr. Lovejoy gave 
Mr. Curtis to understand that be 
must be careful what he said con- 
cerning the integrity of himself 
and committee.
